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EDITORIAL 

How  to  keep  your  Testimony 

TOURING  the  past  few  months,  it  has  been  our  pleasure  to  meet  with 
■*-J  most  of  the  wonderful  members  of  the  Church  throughout  this  great 
land  of  South  Africa  and  Rhodesia.  We  appreciate  your  many  kindnesses 
to  us  and  the  love  of  the  Gospel  which  is  evident  in  your  lives. 

It  has  been  a  special  blessing  to  meet  with  many  of  you,  who  have 
recently  joined  the  Church,  and  to  see  the  light  of  the  Gospel  in  your 
lives  and  how  much  it  means  to  you  to  have  been  blessed  to  find  the  truth. 

Sometimes  the  fire  of  the  Gospel  burns  at  a  lower  ebb  in  our  lives 
than  others.  When  we  are  busily  engaged  in  serving  our  fellowmen  and 
are  filling  church  assignments  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  we  are  happiest. 
When  we  let  outside  interests  dominate  our  lives  so  that  our  church  assign- 
ments are  a  burden  to  us  or  are  done  without  enthusiasm,  then  our  happi- 
ness is  not  as  complete  as  it  should  be.  We  need  to  have  the  Gospel  and 
the  church  activities  as  the  centre  of  our  lives  and  let  other  matters  revolve 
around  the  Church  in  order  for  our  testimonies  to  be  strong.  We  must  feel 
that  living  the  Gospel  and  sharing  its  blessings  with  our  loved  ones  is 
more  important  than  anything  else,  or  there  is  danger  our  testimonies  may 
weaken. 

One  of  our  former  stake  presidents  likened  the  coals  of  a  fire  to  the 
members  of  the  Church.  He  said  that  when  each  of  the  coals  of  the  fire  is 
near  the  centre  of  the  blaze  and  heat,  it  takes  on  a  glow  and  a  warmth 
that  lets  it  fill  the  purpose  of  its  creation.  It  burns  brightly  and  gives  off 
a  warmth  to  all  around  it. 

When  one  of  these  coals  falls  away  from  the  heat  and  from  the  coals, 
which  are  red  and  glowing,  that  coal  becomes  dark  and  cold  and  gives  off 
no  warmth.  Then  when  that  coal  is  moved  into  the  centre  of  activity  and 
heat,  it  burns  brightly  once  more. 

Even  so  is  it  with  each  of  us  as  members  of  the  Church.  When  we  keep 
active  in  our  assignments  and  are  closely  associated  with  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Church,  we  glow  with  the  warmth  of  the  Gospel  and  our 
testimonies  burn  brightly.  When  we  fall  away  from  meetings  and  asso- 
ciation with  the  members  who  are  active,  we  become  cold  towards  the 
Gospel,  even  as  the  coals  become  cold  when  they  are  away  from  the 
warmth  of  the  fire. 

The  way  we  get  back  into  activity  and  gain  strong  testimonies  of  the 
Gospel  is  by  working  in  the  Church  and  through  attendance  at  Church 
meetings.  Thereby  do  we  serve  our  Heavenly  Father  as  he  intends  we 
should. 

Sometimes  people  have  told  me  they  are  too  busy  to  accept  an  assign- 
ment in  the  Church.  If  this  is  so.  then  they  are  too  busy  with  the  wrong 
things.  Others  have  said  they  are  not  active  because  their  feelings  have 
been  hurt  by  something  someone  has  said  or  done  to  them.  If  we  have 
been  offended  or  insulted,  let  us  recall  the  message  of  the  Saviour  to  his 
apostles  when  he  told  them  that  they  should  forgive  not  seven  times,  but 
seventy  times  seven.  Each  of  us  is  imperfect,  and  we  must  overlook  slights 
and  unkind  experiences  for  the  sake  of  remaining  faithful  members  of  the 
Kingdom  of  our  Heavenly  Father. 

Keep  your  testimonies  strong  by  service  in  the  Church,  attendance  at 
meetings,  and  association,  with  the  members.  Be  humble  and  prayerful. 
Ever  learn  more  of  the  truth,  and  keep  a  forgiving  heart.

Share   the   Gospel

rpHE  following  is  an  excerpt  from  a  talk  in  General  Conference,  April, 
-■-  1966,  by  Bernard  P.  Brockbank,  Assistant  to  the  Council  of  Twelve 
Apostles: 

"We  learned  many  lessons  from  the  visitors  at  the  Mormon  Pavilion 
in  New  York  City  .  .  .  they  will  help  to  bring  into  reality  one  of  the  re- 
quests of  our  Prophet  President,  David  O.  McKay.  He  requested  that 
every  member  be  a  missionary  and  that  each  member  bring  one  or  more 
persons  into  the   Church   each   year. 

The  Lord  said  in  modern  revelations,  "Behold,  I  sent  you  out  to 
testify  and  warn  the  people,  and  it  becometh  every  man  who  hath  been 
warned  to  warn  his  neighbor."  (D&C  88:81) 

"I  have  asked  hundreds  of  members  if  they  would  like  to  bring 
someone  into  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints,  and  each 
said,  'Yes',  but  year  after  year  passes,  and  they  do  not  accomplish  their 
desire.  Only  a  small  percentage  of  the  Saints  bring  one  or  more  converts 
into  the  Church  each  year.  We  have  more  than  one  million  possible 
members  who  would  like  to  help  in  reaching  and  teaching  their  friends, 
who  would  like  to  bring  someone  into  the  Church  each  year." 

I  think  this  helps  to  see  the  great  scope  of  this  programme  that  has 
come  to  us  through  revelation  —  from  a  living  prophet!  How  wonderful 
it  would  be  if  through  our  efforts  one  million  people  were  to  join  the 
Church  in  the  next  twelve  months. 

Most  of  us  realize  that  it  is  a  commandment  for  us  to  share  the 
gospel  with  our  friends,  and  most  of  us  have  sincerely  tried;  but  for  one 
reason  or  another  we  just  haven't  been  too  successful.  Perhaps  it  would 
help  if  we  were  a  little  more  familiar  with  the  reason  behind  having  "Every 
Member  a  Missionary". 

I  am  now  going  to  quote  from  a  publication  from  the  North  British 
Mission: 

"We  were  called  and  set  apart  as  missionaries  in  order  that  the 
Kingdom  of  God  might  flourish  greater  and  greater  until  is  shall  'fill 
the  whole  earth'.  We  are  engaged  in  many  activities  but  generally  they  may 
be  classified  into  three  categories: 

1.  Contacting. 

2.  Teaching. 

3.  Baptizing. 

"We  spend  the  greatest  amount  of  our  time  engaged  in  the  first 
pursuit.  We  tract,  survey,  have  street  meetings,  and  do  many  other  things 
to  find  people  to  teach.  However,  our  time  on  the  whole  is  spent  in  com- 
paratively unproductive  effort.  We  are  not  effective  contactors.  The 
reasons  for  this  are  many;  among  them  is  the  fact  that  we  are  foreigners 
and  in  effect,  are  guests  in  this  ancient  land.  We  speak  a  different  dialect, 
we  are  not  accustomed  to  the  local  way  of  life,  we  are  strangers,  and  we 
generally  are  classified  as  just  another  group  of  door-to-door  canvassers 
who  are  plainly  a  bother  to  ordinary  living  people. 

"When  it  comes  to  the  second  category,  however,  we  are  classified  as 
professionals.  We  spend  two  or  more  hours  a  day  perfecting  our  ability 
to  teach.  We  memorize  scriptures,  the  discussions,  and  other  important 
details.  We   practise  our   speaking   and    communicating   talents    and    in   a 
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matter  of  a  few  short  months  after  arriving  in  the  mission  field  we  can 
he  classed  as  quite  proficient  teachers  of  the  gospel. 

"On  the  other  hand,  (he  members  who  live  locally  can  be  very 
efficient  at  contacting  but  are  usually  willing  to  leave  the  technical  teach- 
ing to  us.  They  live  here  and  associate  daily  among  the  very  people  with 
whom  we  want  to  meet  and  get  acquainted,  but  on  the  whole  the  local 
members  fo  the  Church  are  quite  willing  to  turn  the  teaching  responsibility 
over  to  us,  the  missionaries. 

".  .  .  When  we  do  teach  principles  of  contacting  and  establish  lines  of 
communication  and  correlation  between  the  missionaries  and  members, 
then  the  Kingdom  will  grow  as  it  never  has  before." 

The  spirit  of  this  method  of  helping  the  Kingdom  to  grow  is  in  the 
world  and  Satan  knows  the  potential  of  it  much  better  than  we  do.  There- 
fore, He  will  make  every  effort  to  discourage  the  Saints  from  being 
effective  contactors  and  the  missionaries  from  being  effective  teachers. 

Our  responsibility,  then,  is  to  meet  this  challenge  and  live  this  com- 
mandment of  the  Lord.  There  are  many  concrete  ways  in  which  we  can 
do  this;  and  the  best  thing  of  all  is  that  sharing  the  gospel  is  fun! 

The  following  statistics  from  Elder  Mark  E.  Petersen  are  very  in- 
teresting:  Generally  there  are  four  types  of  referrals: 

1.  A  contact  is  referred  without  the  use  of  the  name  of  the  person 
making  the  referral. 

One  in  fifteen  baptized  —  six  per  cent. 

2.  The  missionaries  are  allowed  to  use  the  name  of  the  person  making 
the  referral : 

One  in  eight  baptized-  twelve  per  cent. 

3.  The  person  making  the  referral  invites  the  contact  into  his  home 
to  meet  the  missionaries. 

One  in  three  baptized  —  thirty-four  percent. 

4.  The  person  making  the  referral  invites  the  contact  to  church  as 
his  guest  then  invites  him  into  his  home  to  meet  the  missionaries 
for  the  discussions. 

One  in  two  baptized  —  fifty  persent.

\\7"HEN  I  arrived  here  in 
*  *  Bulawayo,  the  work 
of  the  Elders  here  was  far 
from  "booming",  and  my 
companion,  Elder  Easter- 
brook,  and  I  found  the  work 
anything  but  encouraging. 
The  people  of  Bulawayo,  it 
seemed,  knew  very  little  about 
the  Church,  except  about  our 
having  three  or  four  wives. 
Well,  I  had  been  here  for 
about  two  weeks  when  we  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  a  Rabbi 
Cassell  asking  us  if  two  re- 
presentatives from  the  "Mor- 
mons" would  appear  on  the 
television  programme,  "In- 
sight." After  receiving  President  Snow's  approval,  the  data  was  set  for 
April   16. 

The  programme  lasted  for  one-half  hour  during  which  time  Elder  Stutz- 
negger  and  I  answered  questions  that  were  asked  us  by  a  panel  of  three 
prominent  citizens  of  Bulawayo. 

In  my  opinion,  the  effects  of  this  programme  on  the  missionary  work 
in  this  area  has  been  tremendous.  In  fact,  there  was  a  lady  who  phoned 
the  studio  and  asked  if  the  "Mormon  Elders"  could  come  around  to  her 
home  and  speak  further  with  her.  Also,  in  our  daily  tracting  I  found  that 
the  people  have  become  far  more  friendly  and  willing  to  talk  to  us  than 
ever  before.  The  percentage  of  people  who  let  us  into  their  homes  to 
hear  our  message  has  increased  from  between  three  and  five  percent  each 
day  to  between  twenty-five  and  thirty-one  percent.  When  I  first  arrived 
here,  we  were  holding  about  one  or  two  cottage  meetings  per  week.  Now 
the  number  is  up  to  approximately  four  or  five  meetings  per  week.  And 
I  am  now  teaching  some  people  who  are  very  good  prospects  for  the 
waters  of  baptism. 

To  sum  it  up,  I  would  say  that  our  appearance  on  television  and  its 
effect  as  a  missionary  tool  was  just  what  the  city  of  Bulawayo  needed. 
The  people  are  much  more  friendly  towards  us  and  the  Church  in  general. 
It  has  most  definitely  given  our  work  here  in  Bulawayo  the  much  needed 
boost,  which  only  something  such  as  this  could  give  it.

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A  Cottage  Meeting   Film

ONE  of  the  most  effective 
missionary  tools  is  that 
of  the  slide  film.  In  fact,  it 
is  so  effective  that  the  mis- 
sionaries have  been  advised 
to  use  the  film  in  almost 
every  case  before  teaching 
the  regular  lessons.  In  the 
first  place  the  film  serves  as 
an  introduction  to  the  Church 
—  and  to  the  missionaries, 
and  in  the  second  place  it  is 
an  outstanding  interest  pro- 
moter. For  these  reasons, 
when  you  invite  the  missio- 
naries into  your  home  to 
meet     some     of     your     best 

friends  or  relatives  and  to  explain  the  Gospel  to  them,  if  the  situation 
is  at  all  suitable,  they  will  show  a  film. 

Up  until  the  visit  of  Brother  Mark  E.  Petersen  in  November  and 
December  of  1965,  the  missionaries  had  only  one  slide-film  in  their  posses- 
sion, "What  is  a  Mormon?"  Since  that  time  several  others  have  been 
added  to  their  album,  "A  Century  of  Mormonism  in  South  Africa",  a 
South  African  version  of  "What  is  a  Mormon,?"  "Early  Empires  of  Ancient 
America",  and  "The  Mormon  Pavilion".  Just  recently  a  fifth  film  has  been 
introduced  in  Southern  Africa. 

"Have  you  ever  wondered  why  there  are  so  many  churches  in  the 
world  today,  and  why  their  teachings  are  so  different?  Who  among  all 
of  them  doth  speak  among  men  for  God?  Only  the  voices  of  the  prophets 
can  tell  us.  Let  us  hear  what  they  have  said  in  generations  past,  and 
let  us  hear  what  they  say  today."  Thus  begins  the  dialogue  of  "Prophets 
Through  the  Ages". 

The  film  then  continues  with  the  story  of  the  creation,  "In  the  begin- 
ning .  .  .  Thus  Adam  and  Eve,  the  first  parents,  began,  the  generation  of 
mankind. 

"And  God  chose  from  among  men  prophets  to  receive  his  command- 
ments, teach  wisdom,  and  have  power  to  act  in  his  name  .  .  .  Thus  the 
prophets  spoke  and  acted  for  God  in  his  dealings  with  all  the  people  of 
the  earth. 

"And  the  prophets  of  God  were  commanded  to  write  the  things  which 
were  revealed  unto  them  .  .  ." 

Moses  was  one  of  these  ancient  prophets  who  received  revelation  and 
wrote  it  down.  He  ordained  Joshua  to  continue  after  him.  "And  thus  there 
were  prophets  in  ancient  time  so  that  the  people  might  know  the  will  of 
God." 

Isaiah  and  Ezekial  were  among  these  prophets  as  well.  Isaiah  pro- 
phesied of  the  coming  of  the  Saviour.  Ezekial  prophesied  of  two  records  to 
come  forth  telling  of  God's  dealings  with  his  people.  One  was  to  be  a 
record  of  Judah:  the  Bible.  The  other  was  the  "Stick  of  Joseph".  "Where 
is  this  record,  and  why  are  the  voices  of  it's  prophets  witheld  from  us?" 
The  story  of  Lehi  and  the  Book  of  Mormon  then  answers  this  question. 

Including  in  the  story  related  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  is  an  account 
of  the  life  of  the  Saviour  in  Jerusalem  and  the  establishment  of  his  church 
with  apostles  and  prophets,  as  well  as  his  appearance  to  the  people  in  the 
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Moses  writing  God's  word. 


new  world.  In  Jerusalem  he  said, 
"Other  sheep  I  have  which  are  not 
of  this  fold,  them  also  I  must 
bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my 
voice,  and  there  shall  be  one  fold 
and  one  shepherd." 

Approximately  400  years  after 
the  Saviour's  visit  to  the  people 
in  the  new  world,  God  called  a 
prophet  among  them  by  the  name 
of  Mormon.  Because  of  the  wick- 
edness of  the  people,  "Mormon 
was  commanded  of  the  Lord  to 
gather  unto  one  place  the  records 
of  his  people  .  .  .  These  records 
were  an  abridgment  of  all  happenings  since  Lehi  left  Jerusalem,  ten  cen- 
turies before." 

Moroni,   Mormon's  son,  finished  the  record  and  "prophesied  that  in 
the  latter  days  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Lord  this  record  would  come  forth 
from  it's  burial   place,  a   witness  that  Jesus  Christ  did  visit  the   ancient 
inhabitants   of   this   land  and  that 
they  were  the  other  sheep  of  whom    i 
he    had     spoken."    Then    Moroni 
buried     the     record     in     the     hill 
Cumorah.     "Thus     the     Stick     of 
Joseph  was  to  lay  silent  .  .  .  and 
stilled     were    the    voices     of    the 
prophets." 

At  this  point  the  film  focuses 
on  the  Eastern  Hemisphere  during 
a  contemporary  period.  It  explains 
that  after  Christ's  crucifixion  the 
apostles  were  killed  and  the 
Church,  as  established  by  the 
Saviour,  was  destroyed.  Then 
other  churches  began,  which  took 
the  name  of  Christianity,  but 
changed  the  doctrines.  Finally,  with  hundreds  of  churches,  the  doctrines 
of  God  were  replaced  by  the  teachings  of  man. 

"But  the  heavens  were  not  to  be  forever  closed.  As  the  Saviour  and 
his  apostles  had  foretold  the  downfall  of  the  Church,  also  did  they  pro- 
phesy that  prophets  would  once  more  be  called  in  the  latter  days.  And  so 
it  came  to  pass  .  .  ." 

In  the  spring  of  1820,  Joseph 
Smith  was  visited  by  the  Father 
and  Son.  Later  he  was  visited  by 
Moroni,  who  showed  him  the 
records  which  when  translated  be- 
came known  as  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon, a  record  of  the  ancient  in- 
habitants of  America,  descendants 
of  Joseph,  hence,  the  Stick  of 
Joseph.  The  Book  of  Mormon,  as 
a  companion  volume  to  the  Bible, 
"testifies  that  God  lives,  and  that 
he  speaks  unto  one  nation  as 
another." 

Other  heavenly  messengers  came 
as  well.  John  the  Baptist  came  and

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CUMORAH'S  MESSAGE  OF  YOUTH 

A  MISSION 
AND  ME 

EDITOR'S  NOTE :  It  is  the  desire  of  a  great  and  increasing  number 
of  the  youth  of  the  Church  in  Southern  Africa  to  fill  full-time  missions. 
Their  love  of  the  Gospel  can  be  measured  by  their  desire  to  share  it  with 
others.  The  following  expressions  were  written  by  two  of  our  young  people 
between  the  ages  of  12  and  21  at  the  request  that  they  write  on  the 
topic,  "Why  and  how  I'm  preparing  for  a  mission." 

TN  recent  years  a  message  from  the  First  Presidency  has  come  very 
-*-  forcibly  that  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  must  fill  the  earth  in  this 
last  dispensation  of  time.  Who,  where,  and  how  does  this  urgent  request 
begin  to  be  realized?  It  begins,  of  course,  with  those  who  have  the  gospel 
to  impart,  not  only  in  word,  but  in  deed,  to  his  or  her  neighbour,  the 
people  next  door,  your  co-workers  or  any  friends. 

No  sooner  had  the  Church  been  restored  and  organized  than  Joseph 
Smith  appointed  missionaries  to  go  out  to  the  different  states,  Britain,  the 
Continent  and  many  isles  of  the  sea.  Since  then,  this  missionary  system  has 
grown  to  be  the  finest  in  the  world,  and  I  would  like  to  have  a  part  in  it. 

I  have  thought  how  blessed  I  am  to  have  been  born  a  Latter-day 
Saint  and  to  have  been  taught  who  I  am,  what  my  relationhip  to  our 
Heavenly  Father  and  Jesus  is,  and  what  the  great  purpose  of  life  is. 

How  can  I  keep  these  beautiful  truths  to  myself?  How  can  I  best 
impart  them  to  my  fellowmen?  Only  by  preparing  and  going  on  an 
organized  full-time  mission  and  presenting  the  gospel  in  a  proper  and 
skilful  manner. 

Like  in  everything  else,  there  must  be  money  available,  so  I  must  try 
to  build  a  savings  account,  learn  well  at  school,  take  every  opportunity 
of  learning  the  gospel,  and  build  a  testimony  of  the  divine  origin  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

My  wish  is  to  serve  a  mission  overseas  in  France,  a  country  from 
where  some  of  my  ancestors  have  come,  or  Switzerland,  where  I  could 
go  to  the  Temple  and  receive  blessings,  especially  my  Patriarchal  Blessing.

Transvaal  Zone  Convention 

TUNE  28,  thirty-one  missionaries  from  all  over  the  Transvaal  gathered 
**  at  Ramah  to  take  part  in  the  quarterly  Transvaal  Zone  Missionary 
Convention.  The  theme  of  the  convention  was  taken  from  the  Doctrine 
and  Covenant,  section  107,  verses  99  and  100: 

Wherefore,  now  let  every  man  learn  his  duty,  and  to  act  in  the 

office  in  which  he  is  appointed  in,  all  diligence. 

He  that  is  slothful  shall  not  be  counted  worthy  to  stand,  and  he 

that  learns  not  his  duty  and  shows  himself  not  approved  shall  not 

be  counted  worthy  to  stand.  Even  so.  Amen. 

The  programme  began  at  8.30  a.m.  with  a  general  meeting  of  all  the 
missionaries,  which  was  conducted  by  Elder  Daniel  M.  Jones,  Transvaal 
Zone  Leader,  and  presided  over  by  President  Howard  C.  Badger.  Both 
Elder  Larry  A.  Rigby  and  Elder  Thomas  E.  Ricks,  Assistants  to  the 
Mission  President,  were  in  attendance. 

After  a  welcome  given  by  Elder  Jones,  the  remainder  of  the  four 
hour  meeting  was  taken  by  talks  given  by  nine  speakers,  two  question- 
answer  periods,  and  intermittent  songs.  All  the  speakers  helped  to  develop 
the  theme  of  the  convention  by  speaking  on  such  topics  as:  Why  plan 
your  day  and  how?.  How  to  effectively  plan  a  fireside,  How  to  make 
missionary  work  productive,  How  to  study,  and  How  to  pray. 

The  question  answer  periods  were  also  directed  to  developing  the 
theme  of  the  convention.  The  first,  conducted  by  Elder  Robert  K.  Anger, 
Mission  Secretary,  dealt  mainly  with  explanation  of  the  weekly  reports 
sent  in  by  the  missionaries.  The  second,  conducted  by  Elder  Douglas  J. 
Bateman,  West  Rand  District  Leader,  dealt  mainly  with  proper  procedures 
in  performing   Priesthood  ordinances. 

After  the  meeting,  the  Ramah  II  Relief  Society  prepared  and  served 
a  spaghetti  polanaise  dinner  with  soup,  hot  rolls,  punch,  and  fruit  salad. 
In  the  past,  the  missionaries  have  either  gone  down  town  or  to  the 
Mission  Home  for  their  noon  meal.  Eating  at  the  chapel,  however,  the 
missionaries  were  able  to  save  time,  transportation,  confusion,  and  expense 
and  at  the  same  time  satisfy  their  healthy  appetites. 

The  afternoon  was  spent  in  playing  four  vigorous  games  of  American 
football  at  Bezuidenhout  Park.  Each  of  four  teams  played  two  games, 
winners  playing  winners  and  losers  playing  losers  until  an  overall  team 
rating  was  decided. 

Finally,  after  enjoying  supper  at  the  Mission  Home,  the  convention 
closed  with  a  testimony  meeting  in  the  living  room.  The  missionaries  first 
heard  from  Elder  Ricks  and  Elder  Rigby,  then  from  President  Badger,  and 
finally  from  Elder  Jones.  Elder  Ricks  enumerated  and  explained  six  steps 
by  which  missionaries  can  receive  and  keep  the  Spirit  with  them  contin- 
ually. Elder  Rigby  accentuated  the  importance  of  spirituality  and  counselled 
the  missionaries  that  it  is  the  spirit  in  which  they  do  the  work  that  brings 
the  results.  Among  the  counsel  given  by  President  Badger  was  this  state- 
ment, "We  ought  to  do  what  we  ought  to  do  when  we  ought  to  do  it." 

As  an  intermediate  number.  Sister  Carla  Badger,  and  Elder  Douglas 
Weise  sang,  "I'll  walk  with  God." 

The  final  minutes  of  the  Zone  Convention  were  taken  in  bearing 
testimonies.  Several  junior  companies  were  asked  to  give  their  testimonies, 
and  they  were  followed  by  three  other  missionaries  who  expressed 
themselves  in  Afrikaans.  Thus,  a  convention  designed  to  make  the  mis- 
sionaries' work  more  effective  ended  with  expressions  of  gratitude  for 
the  Gospel,  and  prayers  for  the  Lord's  help  in  accomplishing  the  great 
work  of  carrying  it  to  the  people  of  the  South  African  Mission.

S.A.    Mission    in    News 

"TN  three  years'  time  we've  seen,  the  attitude  of  the  people  of  South 
-*-  Africa  change  for  the  better  toward  the  Church  and  its  programmes. 
The  home  evening  programmes  have  had  some  effect  in  this,"  reported 
President  J.  Golden  Snow,  recently  released  as  president  of  the  South 
African  Mission. 

He  was  succeeded  by  President  Howard  C.  Badger  of  Salt  Lake 
City. 

President  and  Sister  Snow  are  returning  to  their  farm  in,  Taylor 
Stake  at  Raymond,  Alberta,  Canada,  where  they  raise  livestock  and  grain. 

The  Snows  are  looking  forward  to  seeing  their  eighteenth  grandchild. 
The  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  were  born,  while  the  Snows  were  in  South 
Africa. 

"We  feel  wonderful  about  the  Church  and  its  growth  in  South  Africa," 
he  exclaimed.  "Our  people  are  enjoying  membership  and  work  in  the 
Church.  South  Africans  are  a  gracious  people.  We  feel  the  government  has 
been  very  sympathetic  to  our  people  there.  We  have  nothing  but  com- 
mendation for  them,  for  the  consideration  they  have  given  our  Church." 

President  Snow  observed  that  the  economy  of  South  Africa  "is  in 
excellent  condition  .  .  .  economically  sound.  The  extended  drought  has 
apparently  ended  this  year  .  .  .  The  rains  have  changed  the  picture  of 
the  whole  country,  into  one  of  beauty,  a  country  where  the  Church  conti- 
nues to  grow." 

He  said  the  missionaries  are  expected  to  learn  the  Afrikaans  language, 
which  they  can  do  within  six  months.  The  missionaries  are  utilizing  films, 
exhibits  at  fairs  and  agricultural  shows,  as  means  of  getting  the  Church  be- 
fore the  people.  Many  fine  referrals  are  being  passed  along  by  the  mem- 
bers. "We  are  having  a  genuine  co-operation  between  the  missionaries 
and  the  Saints  in  this  regard,"  he  said. 

President  Snow  added  that  the  converts  joining  the  Church  in  South 
Africa  are  "the  best  kind  of  people.  Good,  solid,  educated,  business  and 
industrial  men.  and  professional  type,  and  they  are  put  right  to  work  in 
the  branches." 

He  noted  the  slogan  in  the  mission  has  been:  "Use  them  or  lose 
them." 

President  Snow  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  all  twenty-two  branches  are 
officered  by  local  members,  leaving  the  missionaries  to  their  active  pro- 
selyting. Twenty  of  the  branches  have  their  own  buildings.  All  auxiliaries 
and  priesthood  quorums  are  likewise  manned  by  members.  The  MIA  is 
beginning  to  sponsor  Scouting. 

Several  young  men  have  been  called  to  full-time  missions  on,  the  Euro- 
pean continent,  in  Scotland  and  England. 

Sister  Snow  found  the  Relief  Society  functioning  well  and  of  great 
strength  to  the  branches.
